Eden’s Five Points.

The five stages as outlined by 
Eden are:

Two messages, quoted in the 
report, are an exchange between 
a Russian spy director in Can- 
ada and his boss in Moscow. In 
it, Moscow scolds the spy chief 
for tipping his hand to Zaroubin 
and lays down steps he is to 
follow to keep the ambassador 
in the dark about espionage 
activities. 

Gouzenko wore a mask dur- 

ing the interview. Pearson ex- 
|plained “his life is constantly 
in danger.” The exact location 
of.the interview was not dis- 
closed. Gouzenko’s whereabouts | 
‘have been kept secret since he 
went under Canadian protec- 
tion. ; 
Most of the interview re- 
‘viewed Gouzenko’s story, told 
‘during the Canadian spy investi- 
‘gation, of how Soviet espionage

BERLIN, Jan. 29 (UP)—The 
Russians permitted Mrs. John 
Foster Dulles and Mme. Georges 
Bidault to enter the Soviet zone 
today to visit historic Potsdam. 

The wives of the United States 
and French Foreign Ministers 
had applied yesterday for per- 
mission to make the trip to the 
suburb, site of the famous Sans 
Souci palace built by Frederick 
the Great. 

Westerners are permitted to 
enter the Soviet sector of Ber- 
lin freely, but they must get spe- 
cial permission to visit Russian- 


LONDON, Jan. 29—London 
grocers .gave away mimeo- 
graphed recipes for omelettes 
and souffles today as eggs 
dropped to 25 cents a dozen on 
a glutted market.

Guarantees of Freedom. 

Eden’s plan would have the 
effect at the outset of removing. 
the Iron Curtain from East Ger- 
many. It specifies that guaran- 
tees for free elections must pro- 
vide for unrestricted movement 
throughout Germany, free 
choice of candidates, freedom of 
expression in press, radio and 
other media, voting secrecy and 
security of polling stations and 
ballot boxes. 

It also provides that the pro- 
posed electoral law establishing 
these freedoms be supervised by 
a commission “‘composed of rep- 
resentatives of the four powers 
(Britain, United States, Soviet 
Union and France) with or with- 
out the participation of neu- 
trals.”’ 

Eden told his colleagues “we 
believe that the peaceful re- 
unification of Germany and the 
conclusion of a peace treaty 
would fortify peace and relax 
tension.” 

He said the principle of free- 
dom must apply not only to the 
elections but to the all-German 
government which would be the 
result of unification. This gov- 
ernment, he declared, “must be 
free to assume any international 
rights and obligations of the 
Federal Republic or of the East 
German regime which are con- 
sistent with the United Nations 
charter.” 

‘It must be free,” he went on, 
“to negotiate the peace treaty. 
A dictated treaty would be un- 
acceptable to Germany and to 
ourselves.” 

Right to Join NATO. 

“It must be free to associate 
with other nations for peaceful 
purposes.” 

This ran counter to Soviet 
demands that Germany, if 
united, be forbidden to join 
either the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization or the European 
Defense’ Community. 

With respect to the super- 
visory commission, Eden said 
that if it is to work effectively 
“decisions must be taken 4 
majority vote” (no veto). + 
commission should be written 
into the electoral law to give 
it “proper legal basis,” Eden’ 
said.

KEFAUVER RAKES 
GENERAL MOTOR 
TANKS CONTRACT 


‘Criticizes Army for Not

After Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP) 
— Senator Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, protested today that 
the Army had signed a $200.- 
000,000 contract for tanks yes- 
terday with a General Motors 
subsidiary although asked to 
hold it up pending a Senate in- 
vestigation. 

Kefauver made this complaint 
at opening of a public hearing 
on the contract by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee. 

“I don’t know why they didn't 
/ wait until this hearing,’ Ke- 
| fauver said. 

John Slezak, Under Secretary 
of the Army who handles pro- 


: | ecurement. was on hand to de- 


|fend award of the contract to a 
| single producer, Fisher Body di- 
| vision of General Motors. Chrys- 
| ler was the only other bidder. 


| Kefauver said no one charged 
‘that “special pressure came 
'from any source to award” the 
exclusive contract to General 
| Motors, whose former head, 
| Charles E. Wilson, now is Sec- 
retary of Defense. 

| Instead, he said concentrating 
| defense production in a single 
| producer, instead of maintain- 
‘ing a broad defense base with 
numerous producers, is the 
prime issué. 

He said the Senate commit- 
tee should examine the basic 
“philosophy and policy of con- 
centration of defense contracts” 
with the tank award as an ex- 
‘ample. 

Even though General Motors 
was some _ $18,000,000 below 
Chrysler, Kefauver questioned 
that this would be “more eco- 
nomical in the long run.” 

Slezak testified “it is the 
policy of the Department of the 
Army to provide an adequate 
production base at the lowest 
possible cost to the United 
States.” 

He said “the General Motors 
proposal was lower by a mini- 
mum of about $18,000,000" and 
“sound business judgment and 
‘the need for maintaining an ac- 


‘tive production base for as long | 
/as practicable dictated this de- | 


cision.” 
“It must be remembered that 


the productive capacity of tank | 


plants which have been closed 
‘is not permanently lost,” he said. 
| Kefauver said: he regarded it 
as dangerous to narrow the pro- 
duction base to a single con- 
tractor and thus lose technici- 
ans and know-how in many 
plants.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP)

‘tion as the best defenses against 
them, 

In his brief address to a spe- 
cial joint) meeting of the two 
|houses, Bayar pointed out that 
|Turkey. has also sought “to fill 
in the gaps. ... in the peace 
front” by signing the tripartite 
‘Balkan pact with Greece and 
'Yugoslavia. He said: 
| “The friendship established 
i'between Greece and Turkey is 
the best example of how two 
‘countries who mistakenly mis- 
‘trusted each other for centuries 
‘have agreed upon a close and 
loyal collaboration as a result 
‘of recognition of the realities of 
| life.” 
| Technical progress has made 
‘the world smaller, he said, and 
'danger to one country is danger 
‘to all: That is why Turkey sup- 
ports collective security. He 
| continued: 
| “When an unjust aggression, 
| kindled by the false belief that 
‘the United Nations would nei- 
'ther act nor intervene, occurred 
‘in Korea, Turkey did not hesi- 
tate for a single moment to join 
those countries which showed 
the fortitude to send their sons 
to faraway battlefields.” 

The U.N. and NATO, he went 
on, give the free nations the 
best opportunities for self de- 
| fense and the preservation of 
/peace. He added: 

“It is for this reason that 
Turkey is fighting to the best 
of her ability against the sub- 
versive efforts which try to 
paralyze the one and destroy 
‘the other of these two organ- 
izations.” 


FIRST INDOCHINA REDS STAB

Provision for possible public |

the proposed plan for a metro-| 
politan transit district because | 
of the uncertain future of the 


transit industry under private | 
management, Richmond C. Co-' 
burn said last night. | 

Coburn, a member of the 


Board of Freeholders that draft- 
ed the plan, addressed a public 
meeting at Mark Twain School, 
third in a series being held by 
the freeholders to acquaint citi- 
zens of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county with details of the plan 
and to obtain suggestions for its 
improvement. 

Terming the mass transit in- 
dustry “the sick man of Ameri- 
can business,’’ Coburn attrib- 
uted its difficulties;to the com- 
petition it faces from the pri- 
vate automobile and the decen- | 
tralization process that has been 
going on for _some years in 
urban areas. The spreading out 
of people into the suburbs of 
cities has added greatly to the 
costs of providing them with 
mass transportation, he said. 


Calls Management Efficient, 


He said the present manage- 
ments of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. and St. Louis Coun- 
ty Transit Co. were efficient, 
declaring they compared very 
favorably with transit systems in 
other cities. 

But in view of these problems, 
beyond the control of the pres- 
ent operators, it was quite pos- 
sible, he said, that private cap- 
ital might soon wish to get out 
of this business. 

“Hence, our plan provides for 
this eventuality of public own- 
ership but does not require it,” 
he said. “It merely sets up the 
machinery for achieving it.” 

Referring to criticism that the | 
proposed district's five-man com- 
mission might be able to put 
the district into the transit busi- 
ness without a vote of the people 
in the district, Coburn said this 
possibil- 


“f cannot conceive how | 
money could be raised to buy | 
such a system without the exe- | 
cution of some form of obliga- | 
tion, and the plan requires that | 
any bond issue for such a pur- 
pose be submitted to a vote of. 
the. people,” he said. 

“The onl way I know of by 
which the rail and bus systems 
here could be acquired without 
submitting the matter to a vote | 
of the people is through a pri- 
vate gift to the district of some 
$30,000.000 to $40,000,000. That 
is not likely.”

Freight Charge Embargo. 


An embargo on further pay- 
ment by the state of freight 
charges on relief hay shipped 
into Missouri was ordered this 
week by Donnelly, effective last 
Wednesday, when it appeared 
the $6,500,000 appropriated for 
that purpose by the Legislature 
in special session last October 
was exhausted. 


The state has been promised 
$1,604,000 of federal funds by 
the United State Department of 
Agriculture, of which $1,000,000 
has been advanced. But the legal 
catch is a provision in the 
drouth-aid act passed by the 
Legislature that any federal 
funds contributed must be cred- 
ited against and deducted from 
the state appropriation. 


So long as this condition re- 
mains in the Drouth-Aid Act, 
the top for the state’s hay pro- 
gram remains at $6,500,000, due 
to the offset provision for fed- 
eral grants, regardless of how 
much the Federal Government 
contributes. Only the Legisla- 
ture, in session, can remove the 
condition from the act by 
amendment.

CITY GETS 79 PUT. 


~ SANITATION RATING 


Eating Places, Taverns Im- 
proved Over 1951, but 
Still Short of Approval. 


St. Louls eating places and 
taverns received a 75 per cent 
sanitation rating in a state sur- 
vey last month—a_ substantial 
improvement over its 1951 re- 
port but still short of the 80 
per cent required for an ap- 
proved rating, Dr. J. Earl Smith, 
city health commissioner, 
ported yesterday. 

Dr. Smith pointed out that of 
87 establishments inspected in 
a spot check by the Missouri 
Bureau of Food and Drugs, 21 
/were taverns, which are not 
‘covered by the St. Louis clean 
ordinance unless 
they serve food in addition to 
| liquor. 

_ In the last state survey, in 
June 1951, St. Louis received a 


rating of 69 per cent on sanita- | 


tion and 59 per cent on enforce- 
ment. Last month's enforce- 
ment rating was 76 per cent, a 
17 per cent improvement over 
1951. 

A breakdown of the 24 spe- 
cific items of sanitation covered 
in the state check shows 13 
rated less than 80 per cent.

Anti-Trust Inquiry Out- 
growth of Complaints, 
Justice Department 
Says. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
Assistant United States Attorney 
General Stanley M. Barnes says 
the Justice Department is con- 
ducting twin investigations of 
advertising and newspaper pub- 
lishing associations. 


Barnes, chief of the depart- 
ment’s anti-trust division, spoke 
yesterday at the annual meeting 
of the New York State Bar As- 
sociation. Afterwards, he was 
asked by a reporter if an inves- 
tigation were under way in re- 
spect to the newspaper and ad- 
vertising business. 


“There is an investigation on 
that which has to do with cer- 
tain aspects of newspaper pub- 
lishing,” Barnes said, adding: 


“It has not yet progressed 
{into a full-scale investigation 
and there has not yet been any 
determination or any grand jury 
action. I can’t say what it is 


The Washington Post said yes- 
terday that an investigation had 
been launched into advertising 
and publishing associations, to 
see if their practices violate the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 


Scope of Inquiry. 


The Post said it had learned 
the inquiry appeared to center 
in New York and Chicago and 
that the scope included adver- 
tising rates in newspapers and 
other publications, advertising 
commissions and practices con- 
cerning recognition of advertis- 
ing agencies by publishing asso- 
ciations. 

Barnes said the investigation 
was the outgrowth of complaints 
received by the Justice Depart- 
ment. He would not state their 
source. , 

When asked if advertising as- 
sociations were involved, Barnes 
replied that “very frequently 
one investigation runs over into 
another investigation.” 

“It’s a broad investigation and 
not limited to any one area,” 
Barnes added. 

He declined to name any 
groups or associations but said 
Elisha Hanson, Washington at- 
torney for several publishers’ 
associations, had conferred with 
him in connection with the in- 
quiry. 

Hanson is general counsel for 
the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, 

George C. Biggers, president 
of Atlanta Newspapers Inc., 
which publishes the Journal 
and Constitution, is A.N.P.A. 
president. Cranston Williams 
is A.N.P.A. general manager. 

Files Sought.

The Jordan has been pouring 
well over 35 billion cubic feet of 
fresh water into the salty Dead 
sea each year for centuries. The 
plan to save this water and de- 
vise the most efficient means of 
developing the valley’s water re- 
sources was commissioned and 
financed by the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestine refugees. It was hoped 
the plan would point the way to 
land and power development 
which would provide farms and 
work for some of the 868,000 
Arab refugees sitting idly around 
the borders of Israel for nearly 
six years. 

Based on Engineering. 

The TVA planning ignores the 
bitter feelings between Israel 
and Arab neighbors and is based 

ely on engineering and topo- 
graphical considerations. 

The Arab states officially do 
mot recognize the existence of 
Israel. Some Arab publications 
print “Israel” in quotation marks. 

In the end, the Arab League 
undoubtedly will decide the offi- 
cial attitude to be taken on the 
plan. In a recent interview, Dr. 
Raid Aballama, acting secretary- 
general of the league, had this 
to say about water: 

“We don’t believe Israel could 
live forever among hostile coun- 
tries even if there were no war. 
Israel could not support several 
million people without industri- 
alization. For industrialization, 
they would need more water for 
electric power and there is not 
enough from the part of the Jor- 
dan in Israel.” 

Dr. Aballama noted that Israel | 
is forced to power part of its| 
developing industry with oil, | 
brought uneconomically from. 
Venezuela because of the Arab 
boycott. With more electric pow- | 
er, he said, Israel could become 
much more competitive in the 
world’s markets. 

“That is why Israel's neigh- 
bors look with suspicion on Is- 
rael's effort toward hydro-elec- 
tric development,” he said. 
“With the economic boycott, we 
can hinder, if not strangle, the 
industrial development of Is- 
rael.” 

There is no doubt Israel is in 
a difficult economic position. 
Some foods are rationed. There 
are 20,000 unemployed out of a 
working force of 500,000. Israel 
has an unfavorable trade bal- 
ance of nearly $300,000,000 and 
its debt in foreign currency is 
$400,000,000. Taxes are high. 

‘Charity and Help.’ 


Dr. Aballama, former eco- 


nomics professor at the Ameri- | 


can University in Beirut, says 
Israel has been able to main- 
tain itself only with “charity 
and help.” When the help stops, 
he argues, “the fine towns will 
disintegrate and the people will 
emigrate.” 

Israeli economic planners do 
not take such a pessimistic view. 

A government adviser who 
did not want his name used said: 

“We are in a difficult posi- 
tion, but we are not in any dan- 
ger of collapse. We would wel- 
come the end of the boycott be- 
cause we would like to be on 
friendly terms with our neigh- 
bors, but trade with the Arab 


countries would not be im- 
portant to us.” 
Agricultural production has 


been doubled, he said. The 
standard of living may be re- 
duced further, but it is still 
higher than in Arab countries 
and comparable to that of 
France, Italy and Britain, he 
said. Israelis‘ expect financial 
aid from Jews outside Israel to 
continue for 10 years. 

Dr. Andul Kérim Ayidi, chief 
of the Syrian boycott office in 
Damascus, explained the boycott 
of Israel] this way: 

“Israel was created by the big 
powers, but it was created in the 
wrong place. Since it was cre- 
ated by the big powers, declar- 
ing war against it would mean 
going to war with the big 
powers. This the Arabs will not 
do. Therefore, it is to their in- 
terest to find another weapon. 
This is the boycott.” 

There is a secondary boycott 
of foreign firms which “encour- 
age production in Israel by lend- 
ing their names to Israeli prod- 
ucts, establishing branches or 
factories there or entering into 
partnership with Jews.” 

So far, 32 foreign firms, in- 
cluding an American automo- 
bile company, Kaiser Motors, 
have been put on the blacklist.

TO GO INTO ATOM 
SUBMARINE FEB. 15

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP) | 
—The atomic reactor which will 
provide the power for the sub- 
marine Natuilus will be put into 


the boat on Feb. 15, Adm. Robert 
B. Carney disclosed today. 

The Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, in an article written for 
the magazine nation’s business, 
said that on that date the 
“unique engine” will be placed 
in the Nautilus. The craft was 
launched at the Groton, Conn., 
yards of the Electric Boat Di- 
vision of General Dynamics 
Corp. on Jan. 21. 

Carney’s reference obviously 
was to the emplacement of the 
fissionable fuel and final de- 
tails of the shielding against ra- 
dioactivity. The steam turbine 
which will get its heat from the 
atomic “firebox” already was in 
place when the Nautilus went 
down the ways. 

Carney, in his article, noted 
that “the potential energy in a 
single lump of uranium (from 
which U-235 is processed) the 
size of a golf ball is equivalent 
to 465,000 gallons of oil, or 
6,000,000 pounds of coal.” 

The Nautilus, said Carney, 
gives the United «tates Navy the 
lead in atomic seapower, “yet 
the Nautilus is but the model T 
of our navy of tomorrow.”

The Governor Moves 


The signs increase that Gov. Donnelly has de- 
cided to summon a special session of the Mis- 
souri Legislature. 

Ten days ago the State’s chief executive called 
special elections to fill vacancies in the Missouri 
Senate from the Fourth and Sixth districts, here 
in St. Louis. 

At the time that announcement on the part of 
the Governor appeared to be an indication that 
he would call the legislators to Jefferson City in 
the near future, The reasoning was that were 
there to be no special session, there would be no 
urgency in filling the seats before the Novem- 
ber election at which time they would be filled 
in normal course. 


Now Gov. Donnelly has called special elections 
to fill five vacaficies in the State House of Rep- 
resentatives. These special elections, which are 
set for Feb. 6—one week after the Senate elec 
tions in St. Louis—will be held in St. Charies 
county, Morgan county, Sullivan county, Wash- 
ington county and Lafayette county. 

* - * 


Thus the prospect now is that not only will 
there be a special session, but that it will 
be called to take up matters of interest to both 
urban and rural areas—of interest to the entire 
state. Thus the call, if it comes, may very well 
include the St. Louis earnings tax, additional 
drouth relief and the financing of certain aspects 
of the operation of the Missouri penitentiary. 


Almost coincidental with the Governor's an- 
nouncement of the five House elections, the Re- 
publican leaders of the House—Speaker Vonder- 
schmidt of Mound City, President Pro Tem Fain 
of Branson, Floor Leader Stipp of Carrollton 
and Party Caucus Chairman Jones of Clayton— 
petitioned the Governor for a special session. 
They listed, in addition to drouth. relief, such 
matters as school finances, mental hospitals and 
local governments as requiring legislative atten- 
tion at this time. 


Why not give the Governor the benefit of the 
doubt for a while at least? Why not assume that 
the signs mean he is going to call a special ses- 
sion? He has said that the state drouth aid pro- 
gram cannot be carried to a successful conclu- 
sion without further action by the Legislature. 

* - * 


Since Phil M. Donnelly surely wants the 
drouth victims on Missouri's still dry farms re- 
lieved in every reasonable way by state and fed- 
eral help, this statement must mean that he is 
going to do his own part as the Governor. For 
there is not going to be.a special session unless 
the executive issues the call. 


If the Governor is given the benefit of the 
doubt, can it be assumed that he will include 
the St. Louis earnings tax? One answer to that 
question is that when Mr. Donnelly declined to 
include the earnings tax in the special session 
last year, Mayor Tucker and former Mayor Kauf- 
mann had not made their outstate tour to pre- 
sent the issue to the people of outstate Missouri. 


Since last fall a lot of hard work has been 
done by the Mayor and others within the St. 
Louis delegation as well. The situation is mark- 
edly different from that in the last regular ses- 
sion when the extension bill failed to pass. St. 
Louisans may expect as well as hope, from the 
signs, that there will be a special session within 
a few weeks and that it will be authorized to 

‘ take up that vital source of revenue for their 
city—the earnings tax. 
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Solace Even in Scrabble 


Soul-searing frustration is rampant these days 
in the once happy precincts of our Everyday 
Magazine, given over until recently to blithe 
spirits writing insouciantly about little babies 
and big horses. But now they have discovered 
Scrabble—that word game which is only very 
roughly described as a combination of cross- 
words and anagrams. 

Its grip is immeasurably stronger than the 
fascination of either of those time-killers. It is 
more like golf or fishing. 

A lament over Scrabbling by Clarissa Start 
appeared recently. She complained of all 
the early symptoms: deflation of the ego, 
subversion of spelling, pollution of the. vo- 
cabulary by words useless to tongue and pen, 
and that intense self-recrimination over the 
failure to come close to what is said to be a 
good score. 

Caught in this snare more than a-year ago 
by one whom we once called a friend, we have 
developed a modicum of philosophical resigna- 
tion. So we probably owe a kindly word to those 
in whom the pangs are still fresh and sharp. 
First of all, there is no use trying to quit. A man 
may give up liquor, cigarettes and even hashish, 
but not Scrabble. Yet it is not altogether cruel. 

After a while, you do make a seven-letter 
word and get a 50-point bonus. Then one day 
you get a chance to steal an opponent’s big 
word with a triple that includes “q” and “z” 
or maybe “x,” ¢and you realize how those high 
scores are run up. And having done it once 
yourself, the memory is there to get you through 
the darkest hours. 

Habit also helps to dull frustration. And as 
for the hours wasted—well, the movie you might 
have seen was not so good anyway. Millions of 
people have not even heard of the book you 
might have read. And your conscience will ad- 
mit that this human flesh is, after all, frail 
stuff. It must be indulged. 
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They Begin to Reverse Themselves 

A year ago Senator Bricker had 64 names on 
his resolution to hogtie the President in the 
executive’s conduct of foreign relations. These 
64 names—including 46 of the then 49 Republi- 
can Senators—constituted two-thirds of the Sen- 
ate and enough to pass the amendment in the 
upper branch, if every signer stood by his in- 
dorsement, 

Today the situation is substantially changed. 
Two Republicans who signed, the late Senators 
Taft of Ohio and Tobey of New Hampshire, have 
been succeeded by Senators who are not si®- 
porters, Burke and Upton. The late Senator Wil- 
lis Smith of North Carolina; who reflected the 
view of the hierarchy of the American Bar As- 
sociation, has been succeeded by another non- 
signer, Senator Lennon. 4 | 

Moreover, Republican Senators are beginning 
to reverse themselves now that President Eisen- 
hower is making it a hard-and-fast White House 
policy to oppose the Bricker scheme. Senator 
Bush of Connecticut switched a few days ago 
and now Senators H. Alexander Smith of New 
Jersey. and Thye of Minnesota have declared 
they cannot vote for the amendment in its pres- 
ent form. 

If the Senators who are reversing themselvés 
can save any face in saying that the amendment 
resolution is “more far-reaching” than in its 

(original form, let them do so. The facts that the 
Present version is a Bricker re-draft Mentied to 
get around some of the doubts raised by John 


Foster Dulles—after Mr. Dulles became Secre- 
tary of State. 

So there are fewer than 64 Senators on the 
Bricker resolution now and in a showdown sub- 
stantially fewer, in all probability, would vote 
for it. And thus the Bricker-Bar Association 
blitz bégins to fall apart. 
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A G.QO.P. Planned Economy 


President Eisenhower at his press conference 
on Wednesday defined his Administration as 
liberal in its approath to individuals, conserva- 
tive in its approach to economic affairs. On 
Thursday, he sent to Congress his first economic 
report. ' 

If this report is an accurate index of the poll- 
cy to be followed in economic affairs, then that 
policy can by no stretch of the imagination be 
described as conservative. 

The role which the President charts for Gov- 
ernment is, indeed, as radical as any American 
Government has ever proposed—in the sense 
that it contemplates an active, aggressive, con- 
sciously planned “intervention” in the private 
enterprise economy. The very function of eco- 
nomic planning which Mr, Eisenhow®r here 
adopts as the core of economic policy has long 
been attacked by his own party as Socialism ‘of 
a more than creeping sort. 

“Government must use its vast power to help 
maintain employment,” says this report. “It must 
be prepared to take preventive as well as reme- 
dial action.” The Government, so we are told, 
has a “formidable arsenal of weapons” to use 
against depression—credit polity, tax policy, fis- 
cal policy, public works planning. It also has a 
series of “built-in” safeguards in social security, 
unemployment compensation, farm price sup- 
ports and similar props for consumer income 
that will help prevent the present “readjust- 
ment” from becoming a “depression.” 

Having bitterly fought every item of this pro- 
gram for 20 years, will the Republican party 
under President Eisenhower's leadership. now 
make a complete about-face and adopt it as its 
own? 

Will the actual policy of the Administration, 
after it has been filtered through the President's 
conservative lieutenants and the G.O.P.’s con- 
gressional primitives, conform to the enchant- 
ing blueprint laid out in the economic report? 

If there is any danger that the “readjustment” 
may prove more severe than anybody wishes, that 
danger lies in the possibility that the G.O.P. to- 
day will follow the predilections of its past rath- 
er than the signposts of this economic report. 

If the President can translate the principles of 
the report into positive and timely action, he 
will earn the nation’s gratitude. . 
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What the Transit Plan Means 

The first public hearings on the proposed 
metropolitan transit district indicated some mis- 
understanding as to what the plan means. It 
does not mean public ownership of busses and 
streetcars. 

When the Transit Board of Freeholders was 
established, the public expected the board to 
deal with public ownership. But the Freeholders 
chose to avoid a decision. Instead, they agreed 
on a metropolitan transit authority which could 
study the question. 

If the transit authority ever thought public 
ownership would help mass transportation, it 
would have to issue bonds for money to pay for 
busses or streetcars. And the voters would have 
to vote on the bond issue. In doing so, they 
would be able to pass on the wisdom of public 
ownership. ‘ 

But as it stands the Freeholders’ plan is for 
home-rule control of transit. The plan would es- 
tablish local instead of state regulation. It would 
give the metropolitan transit authority, repre- 
senting both city and county, power to regulate 
fares and service, and to regulate traffic on 
transit routes as well. 

That is what city and county voters will be 
asked to a€cept at an election this spring. If pub- 
lie ownership is ever proposed, the public will 
have to pass on that too. 
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Another Kentucky Basketball Hassle 

Mighty Kentucky is In trouble again. Back 
in intercollegiate basketball after a year’s sus- 
pension by the National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation, it now seems that the N.C.A.A. will 
not let Kentucky’s three highest scorers play in 
the annual championship tournament. University 
President Donovan promises to abide by all 
rulings. . 

Naturally, Kentucky Coach Adolph Rupp is 
“shocked.”’ Probably he feels that when a coach 
puts together a team which cannot be beaten 
on the floor, no man behind a desk should even 
hint at taking it apart. But as a Chicago sports 
writer said when Kentucky played De Paul a 
few weeks ago, most ‘of the De Paul players 
were high school sophomores while their op- 
ponents already were working under Col. Rupp’s 
direction. The three Kentucky players involved 
in the argument are graduate students, 

Now there is no reason at all why a graduate 
student should not play basketball, but it would 
make for a more evenly matched game if he 
went against the George Mikans and the Easy 
Ed McCauleys rather than against boys buying 
their first razor blades. Eligibility rules have 
been pulled this way and that, so it could 
be argued that it is arbitrary to permit a player 
to compete only in three or four of his under- 
graduate years. But there is a spontaneous fair- 
ness behind that rule which we like. 

It codifies the idea that the game—be it 
basketball, football or any other—is for the fun 
of the bona fide college boy, that it is not a 
professional branch of the for-profit entertain- 
ment industry. 
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FOR the Charter in Ferguson 

Taxpayers in Ferguson will be face to face 
with a first-class opportunity to improve their 
govérnment in next Tuesday’s special election, 
and they ought to make the most of it. 

They can do so by approving the proposed 
municipal charter that is being submitted to 
them. Not only will it bring the benefits of 
“home rule” to Ferguson; it also will pave the 
way for economy and efficiency in the conduct 
of local affairs by setting up a council-manager 
form of government. 

These ends are well worth attaining in any 
community. They ought to be especially attrac- 
tive in a city like Ferguson in which so manye 
citizens are owners of real property and there- 
fore substantial taxpayers. All that is necessary 
is a majority vote FOR the proposed charter. 
Surely the charter’s advantages will compel just 
such a result. 

That is 
how Speaker Martin described President Eisen- 
hower’s budget. Now Speaker Martin calls for 
tax cuts that would shoot a one-billjpn-dollar 
Mole in the budget’'s revenue.

Pole Vault for Foreign Trade

Head of commission which recently urged Administration to 
support freer trade states his case; asks how we can logically 
help world recover from war and refuse to buy from it, and 
how we can keep forcign markets without opening our own.

Because of our greatness as a nation, 
we have suddenly come face to face 
with what may be’ our final destiny. 
We are the unquestioned leaders of the 
free world. 

However this awesome new re- 
sponsibility came about, it is now defi- 
nitely ours, and we must prove. our- 
selves worthy. For this we are badly 
prepared, none more so than we in the 
field of business. 

Few among us have traveled widely 
abroad even for pleasure, fewer still 
have command of a foreign language 
by means of which opinions can be 
formed at first hand on ipternational 
questions, and only a handful have 
friends in other countries with whom 
they regularly exchange viewpoints. 

Concentrating intently on our own 
production problems, we have been con- 
tent to pull down the curtain on the 
rest of the world. 

Take international trade, for exam- 
ple. On the subject of what to do about 
international trade, we are alarmingly 
uncertain and divided. 

No one should blame the Government, 
however, for pursuing, with respect to 
commercial barriers, policies that are 
neither clear nor consistent, for the 
confusion to be found in our official ac- 
tion reflects accurately the state of 
mind of our people. We simply have 
not faced the issues squarely, nor 
thought them through. 


Threat of Higher Tariffs 


The anomaly in our attitudes comes 
home at once to any thoughtful citizen 
who Studies Europe in the postwar pe- 
riod. Using both persuasion and pres- 
sure, we have demanded that trade bar- 
riers and restrictive: practices of all 
kinds be promptly removed in order 
that commerce may flow freely among 
the various countries. 


The new common market for coal 
and steel created by the Schuman plan 
is an example. We believe that Europe’s 
overall strength will thus be increased, 
and our own security advanced. 


Yet we refuse to apply the same prin- 
ciple in the relationships between the 
United States and the very same coun- 
tries. Our own tariff barriers have not 
only not been materially reduced but, 
on the contrary, in some instances have 
actually been increased. 

Hanging over each European manu- 
facturer who might be willing to try to 
sell to us even in spite of our tariffs is 
the threat that if he is too successful he 
will have to climb a still higher wall 
which we will thereupon erect. It is 
like a pole vault, where the bar is 
raised after each jump. 


The Base of Free Enterprise 


In other words, while we have been 
willing to give generously our dollars 
to restore economic well-being to war- 
torn nations, we are not willing to per- 
mit them to earn it by entering our 
markets. Champions of free enterprise 
based upon competition, we refuse to 
practice it in dealing with the people 
we believe most need to adopt it. 


Now I would be the first to agree 
that the policy of protection which this 
country has pursued for so long could 
not be abandoned overnight in favor of 
complete free trade without gravely en- 
dangering our economy, but I am equal- 
ly convinced that this historic attitude 
of ours must steadily yield to the new 
necessity for broadened world trade. 


What a ringing challenge to Ameri- 
can industry came out of Detroit in 
November 1952, when the Board of 
Commerce of that city, under the ‘able 
leadership of its president, John S&S, 
Coleman, proclaimed the following state- 
ment of principles: 

“We in the City of Detror? believe in 
free trade as an ultimate objective, Only 


policies that contribute toward the cre- 
ation of a healthy, relatively free world 
trade will solve the staggering interna- 
tional problems this country faces— 
both in the economic and political 
spheres. Only by the establishment of a 
free and healthy world trade will world 
peace eventually be secured. 

“We are convinced that the United 
States has reached a point in its eco- 
nomic development where high protec- 
tion philosophies are contrary to the 
best interest of labor, the consumer, 
and industry. We believe it illogical to 
subsidize the world consumption of 
American products by loans and grants, 
and at the same time refuse imports.” 


Free World Needs Commerce 


The same concept was carried for- 
ward in a notable address delivered in 
Chicago by Henry Ford II, from which 
I quote the following excerpts: 


“As our defense production falls off. 
we must find markets for our added 
productive power. One potential source 
is the expansion of world trade to high- 
er levels. But in order for others to buy 
from us they must be able to sell to us. 
Unless, that is, we would rather subsi- 
dize our exports by bigger and better 
giveaway programs. That’s just another 
way of saying that the free world can't 
trade on a one-way street.” 

And nothing could have been more 
courageous than that year-end statement 
for 1952 by J. G. Shennan, president of 
Elgin National Watch Co., who, while 
urging continued protection for the 
manufacture of precision instruments 
as an essential defense industry, said: 


“Considered in terms of how an im- 
periled industry can protect itself, this 


“means a firm rejection of the classic 


idea that cheap foreign competition in- 
evitably destroys a domestic industry 
and causes wholesale unemployment. We 
are substituting for that concept the 
principle of industrial evolution: we 
are hedging against foreign competition 
by diversifying, so that we can create 
new sources of income and new jobs to 
replace the old when needed.” 


‘Own Iron Curtain of Trade’ 


And then there !{s the subject of East- 
West trade, on which our opinions find 
expression in the violent sort of out- 
bursts which I suspect are the occupa- 
tional disease of two classes of our peo- 
ple— businessmen and Congressmen. 
Our deep-seated anger against Russia is 
altogether right. But this question is 
not one of black and white. 

Historically a large segment of Cen- 
tral Europe has always traded with the 
East, exchanging the products of its 
factories for those of the farm and for- 
est. To forbid all trade with the enemy 
has the clarity which Americans love: 
it responds directly to our anger. 

Yet, by slamming down on the East 
our own iron curtain of no trade in that 
direction, and at the same time holding 
firm on the other side of the barrier 
of our tariffs, we leave these industrial 
districts without markets. 

Our Government needs promptly to 
know what the American people believe 
to be the proper responsibility of our 
country at this critical period in world 
history. To achieve that we must have 
vigorous debate, led by those who have 
knowledge of the facts, and in which 
each thoughtful citizen participates. 

We are not well-informed on these 
subjects, nor particularly roused con- 
cernifg them, but we must be before 
there will emerge a solid common de- 
nominator of public opinion upon which 
national policy may be based.

All About American Ships 


PICTORIAL HISTORY OF AMERICAN SHIPS ON 
HIGH SEAS & INLAND WATERS, by John dnd 
Alice Durant. (A. S$. Barnes & Co., 3/2 pgs., $!0.) 
Five hundred and fifty-two pictures 

and forty-five thousand .words of run- 
ning text have been tossed together on 
the 312 pages of this big volume with 
intention to tell the story of American 
ships and boats and the men who sailed 
them on the high seas and the inland 
waters as well. The husband-and-wife 
team .that compiled this book searched 
archives, libraries and museums and in- 
terviewed or corresponded with col- 
lectors of nautical material in making 
their selection of photographs. 

As a pictorial history the span: ex- 
tends from the days of the Norse ex- 
plorers’ dragon boats to the luxury .lin- 
er, the United States, whose speed rec- 
ord brought the Atlantic Blue Ribbon 
back to this country in 1952. In between 
are the gory pirates and the rascaily 
Slavers, the stinking whaleships an4& the 

| rugged Arctic ex- 

plorers, the fight- 
ing ships of. . six 
wars and the bat- 
tles they fought, the 
paddlewheelers 9 of 
the Mississippi and 
the whalebacks of 
the Great Lakes, 
racing craft and 
palatial yachts, 
tankers and tugs. 
the disasters that 
have cost many 
lives and the mys- 
teries that have 
never been solved. 
: There are the 
stories of long forgotten men such-as 
Edward K. Collins who won glory .on 
the seas for the United States but 
achieved only tragedy for himself. .Al- 
ready operating packets running be- 
tween New York and New Orleans, -he 
saw the British take the Atlantic pas- 
senger trade with their fast passages, 

“I will build steamers that shall make 
the New York to Europe passage in. 10 
days or less,” he declared. In 1850_he 
put four liners into the Atlantic compe- 
tition and began to taka the trade away 
from the four big British lines. Then, in 
1854, his Arctic collided with a French 
ship and 350 lives were lost. Soon after 
his Pacific sailed with 288 aboard and 
was never again heard from. That 
ruined the Collins’ line. 

St. Louis is represented with four 
pages of pictures and text dealing with 
the famous steamboat race of the Nat- 
chez and the Robert E. Lee from New 
Orleans to St. Louis.

THE NAKED RISK. by Phillis Gordon Demacest. 
(Doubleday, 377 pgs. $3.95.) 


The old saying that truth is stranger 
than fietion has misled many a story- 
teller into the fallacy that a true story 
will be more effective than an inven- 
tion. Only in adventure is this likely to 
be true, for fiction permits a selective 
focusing that can heighten the drama 
or irony of an event without becoming 
essentially false. 

This nineteenth century case —the 
shooting of Horace Greeley’s star re- 
porter by the divorced husband of Ed- 
win Booth’s leading lady, which woman 
he then married on his deathbed, the 
marriage performed by Henry Ward 
Beecher and approved by the Vice 
Presidenf of the United States—woypld 
seem to have everything a writer could 
ask: violence, passion, pathos, and im- 
portant people. Miss Demarest has done 
a painstaking and expert job of collect- 
ing facts, interpreting characters and 
motives, and recreating events. 

The book is a fascinating and; read- 
able bit of social history.

No figures | 
were given. 


An Army spokesman § said 


Shishekly’s armies had seized 
control of a number of key 
cities following yesterday's 
clashes with protesting citizens. 
He asid the situation “is in 
hand” tonight.

language ; about treaties because 
then only future treaties would 
have been supreme over the 
state laws. Nothing in the de- 
bates shows that the different 
phrasing was inserted so as to 
enable treaties to defy the Con- 
étitution. 


“The main point to remember 


is that treaties are on the same 
level with acts of Congress. 
Everybody knows that an act of 
Congress is void if it violates 
the Constitution. The Supreme 
Court has so held many times. 
It is true that there is no simi- 
lar square decision about trea- 
ties. The possibility that a treaty 
will do what the Constitution 
forbids is so small that not a 
single foreign treaty has been 
attacked on this ground in the 
Supreme Court. 


“However, several statements 


by able and distinguished mem- 
bers of the court like Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes make it clear that 
a treaty will be null and void if 
jit violates the Constitution, al- 
though Article VI does not say 
so in express language. Neither 
does Article VI flatly say that 
acts of Congress which violate 
the Constitution are void. But 
-we rely on the Supreme Court 
to protect the Constitution 
against outrageous acts of Con- 
‘gress and we can equally well 
‘rely on the court to protect the 
Constitution against a_ treaty 
which flouts it, if such a treaty 
‘should ever be signed by the 
President and ratified by two- 
thirds of the Senate, an event 
which, fortunately has never 
happened in 165 years of our 
. history. 


Four Lines of Defense. 
“To sum up: The Constitution 


as it stands gives us four lines 
of defense against an unwise 
treaty. First, the President may 
refuse to sign it or decline to 
submit it to the Senate. Second, 
its ratification can be prevented 
by 33 Senators (or fewer still if 
there is not a full attendance). 
Third, if a ratified treaty is 
found to have undesirable ef- 
fects in our internal affairs, 
Congress can by a majority vote 
of both Houses stop the treaty 
from being the ‘law of the land,’ 

which is what it did by the 
Chinese exclusion act. Fourth, 
-if the treaty is so bad as to be | 
unconstitutional in any part the 


Supreme Court can declare that 


part null and void. 


“These four lines of defense 


have kept us safe for over a 


feentury and a half. No event

The New Films 


By Myles Standish 


Greed in the South Seas 


was filmed chiefly in the Fiji Islands with the na- 

tives enacting themselves, and there is a lot of 
action as Burt Lancaster, as a bold trader avid to turn copra 
into gold, fights unfriendly natives, slave 
raiders. rival warriors and Germans to 
become king of an island. So it’s certainly 
colorful enough, and the lean and power- 
ful Lancaster, with a shock of blond hair 
and challenging blue eyes, is a convincing 
adventurer. 

There is also a theme here which would 
have borne more reflective examination and analysis for a 
better drama. Captain O'Keefe, an American rover in the 
1880s, finds a civilized, philosophical German trader (well 
played by Andre Morrell) unable to get more than a few 
tons of valuable copra (dried cocoanut meat) from the island 
of Yap each year, because the natives are simply too happy 
and contented to work. The ease of life on the beautiful 
island would have struck any reasonable man as making it 
a heaven, but O'Keefe is ambitious to become rich and 
powerful. 

So he bedevils the poor natives until he finds that he 
can bribe some of them to work by quarrying their sacred 
stone in large quantities with gunpowder, Work brings hun- 
dreds of tons of copra, the copra brings O’Keefe wealth, 
the wealth attracts other greedy traders. Result—unhappi- 
ness and bloodshed in paradise. The end finds O’Keefe 


renouncing power and riches and blowing up his store of 
sacred stones. Trouble is, this theme, which might have a 
soothing effect on so many ambitious Americans getting 
nowhere on a treadmill of fast living, is told in terms of 
violence and action rather than of ideas. So, what could 
have been a fine philosophical drama in an exotic setting, 
worthy of a Joseph Conrad, turns into merely a fairly 
diverting adventure romance. 

The second feature, “CHAMP FOR A DAY,” starring 
Alex Nicol, is a routine story about a prizefighter mixed up 
with racketeers and killers. However, there are arresting 
performances of two shady promoters, by Joseph Wiseman 


ra H«: MAJESTY O’KEEFE,” at the FOX THEATER, 


and Barrey Kelley. which merit your attention. 


‘Alan Still Heroic 


“PARATROOPER,” at the ST. LOUIS was made in 
England and deals with British paratroopers in World 
War II, but Alan Ladd is still the Ladd we've all grown 
to know, taciturn, stony-faced and nursing a noble hurt. 
And when it comes to throwing a clout 
on the jaw, spraying with a tommy gun 
or hurling strikes like Grover Cleveland 


Alexander with hand grenades, there's 
none better. 
In this Alan is a former American 


Army pilot who resigned because he or- 
dered his friend and co-pilot to jump and 
the man was killed. So Alan joins the British paratroopers 
as a private to get into the fight (it was before we entered 
the war) but refuses to accept responsibility and turns down 
the offer of Maj. Leo Genn to send him up for a commis- 
sion. But in a’fight in North Africa Alan's leadership 
comes out in him, by Jove, in a tight spot with a horde of 
Germans, and we know that from then on his neurosis is 
cured and he’s headed for wedding bells with that pretty 
little-parachute-packer (Susan Stephen) back at home base. 


The situations pack little surprise, and the fighting 
scenes smack more of movie war than of grim realism. But 
as a means of putting Alan in the forefront of the fight 
once again, it’s mildly interesting. 


‘Cold’ Season 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HIS is the “cold” season. A common cold is not yet 
T curavie by shots, pills or potions. However, if you 

still have a cough and a little fever after two weeks, 
it isn't just a cold. You have some secondary infection. 
That can and should be treated by your physician. 

The common cold weakens the lining of your throat 
and breathing tubes to invasion by various common germs. 
Normally you resist infection by these bacteria. During a 
cold, this resistance breaks down. 

That means that though antibiotics won’t cure the cold 
itself, they are valuable treatment for the secondary in- 
fection. Penicillin and other such antibiotics don’t have 
any effect on cold viruses but do halt infection by the 
strep and staph germs that follow a cold to produce bron- 
chitis or pneumonia.

THE DISCOMFORT OF COLDS can be relieved by 
aspirin and similar remedies. 

The fact that colds are contagious and can develop 
into more serious infections of the bronchi and lungs 
Suggest what you should do when you have a cold: 

Stay home from your job. This protects your fellow 
workers and yourself, especially in winter. Going from a 
warm house out into cold weather is a stress on your 
body. Normally you can take it. But when you have a cold, 


that additional stress favors secondary infection—bron- 
chitis or pneumonia: 

If you have any fever with your cold, stay in the 
house until 24 hours after your evening temperature is 
normal, assuming you don’t have such other symptoms 
as a cough. 

If you have chills, fever over 100 degrees, or other 
unusual symptoms, call your physician immediately. 

If you continue to cough and feel a little sick as long 
as two weeks after your cold began, call your physician. 


It isn’t simply a cold any longer and you need specific 
treatment.

IF HE RECOMMENDS going to the hospital, it doesn’t 
mean you are critically ill. It may simply be to insure 
your having enough rest (especially if you have to wait 
on yourself at home) or to get certain tests to find out 
just what germs are causing the trouble. 

Now that the British have isolated at least one cold 
virus, perhaps specific treatment for colds will be developed. 
It doesn’t seem likely that any means of immunizing you 
against colds will be discovered. Unlike measles, smallpox 
and some other virus diseases, colds don’t seem to leave 
any long-lasting immunity. 

You can protect yourself and those around you if you 
can stay at home when you have a cold. If other people 


did this, then you wouldn’t be exposed as often yourself. 


and would have fewer colds. 


If you have to go to work with a cold, remember 
that a sneeze or a cough blasts virus-laden droplets out 
about 20 feet. By covering your nose and mouth with 
a handkerchief when coughing, you can keep the cold 
more to yourself. That is true if you don’t wave the 
handkerchief around. Shaking handkerchiefs spread in- 
fection.

Fix It Yourself

OQ most people, except the 
T very young and those in the 

snow removal business, snow 
is a darn nuisance. We haven't 
had much use for snow for a 
good many years but we have 
found that there is nothing like 
a good heavy fall of snow to 
show you just how well your 
home is insulated, 


Next time you run across a 
good fall of snow, observe how 
long it takes the snow to melt 
off the roof of your house. If 
your roof is free of snow while 
Similar homes still have a nice 
white covering, then you can be 
pretty sure that your home is 
not properly insulated and that 
you are wasting fuel all win- 
ter long. 

The reasoning behind this is 
that it takes heat to melt snow, 
and when the weather outside is 
below freezing the only way the 
snow can be melted is from 
heat escaping through the roof 
from the inside. What you 
should do in this particular case 
is check up to see if the roof 
was ever insulated, and if so, 
why is the insulation not doing 
its job. 

If you live in a home with a 
radiant heated floor you can 


check on your heat loss around | 


the edges of the slab by observ- 
ing the condition of the snow 
around the outside of the house. 
If the snow melts away quickly 
off the ground around the house, 
heat is escaping through the 
edges of the concrete slab. 

This means that when the slab 
was poured it was not insulated 
from the foundation wall. This 
can be a pretty bad source of 
heat loss, and stopping the leak 
usually requires the services of 
a contractor. 


Whipped cream makes a quick 
and delicious topping for a cake. 
But after you spread it on the 
top layer, sprinkle it with toast- 
ed cocoanut, chocolate, shot or 
shavings of cholocate, or chopped 
nuts, so you'll have a pretty ef- 
fect.

“Collateral”—in Wall Street!

The answer is that its use in 


the domain of finance is strictly 


collateral—that is to say strictly 
“on the side,’ which is its literal 
connotation. “Collateral” derives 
from the combination of “col” 
plus “lateralis,” lateral. Behind 
this is “latus,” meaning side. 
Thus we have the significance 
of “lateral” as we use this word 
to designate a side wall, for ex- 
ample—the lateral wall—or a 
side view. 

“Collateral” is first of all the 
adjective describing something 
as coming from or being on “the 
side.” In reference to its usage 
in finance, the word stands for 
“collateral security,” that is, se- 
curity for payment of a loan 
aside from the principal assur- 
ance which is the borrower's 
signature!

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP) 
HE law has not changed since 
T you paid your last income 

tax. But the Revenue Service 
has made some changes in in- 
terpretation some of which might 
save you money. Among the more 
important are: 

1. Premiums for health insur- 
ance which does not pay for 
medical expenses cannot be de- 
ducted from income. Some poli- 
cies pay for lost time from work 
but not for doctors, hospitals and 
medicine, You still can deduct 
premiums on most health in- 
surance and medical expense. 

2. Some health benefit pay- 
ments must be added to income. 
When your employer pays you 
benefits through a “plan of in- 
surance,” that is not income. 
But it is not a “plan of insur- 
ance’ if the emplover pays for 
it out of company reserves rather 
than doing it through an insur- 
ance company. 

It used to be that benefit 
plans became insurance if they 
met state disability benefit re- 
quirements. This is no longer 
the case and if you got benefits 
that do not come under an in- 
surance plan, you must pay in- 
come taxes on them. 

3. Cost-of-living allowances 
for United States employes in 
territories and possessions of the 
United States are no longer con- 
sidered income. If vou are one 
of the 30,000 people who get 
them, you do not even have to 
report such money. And if you 
are an old hand, you can make 
tax claims for what vou paid on 
such allowances back to 1950 


(Deadline for 1950 claims is 
March 15, 1954.) However, the 
ruling does not apply to “terri- 
torial post differentials’ where 
an employe gets paid for difficult 
rather than more costly living 


conditions,

T 9 in the morning, the most traveled salami in the 
A wore took off from Manila.

kind of a magic wand does 
it take to turn this all-too-com- 
mon problem set-up into a tri- 
umph?

would bite the dust. By refus- 
ing to cover the queen, how- 
ever, declarer might Well win 
out, because if West had indeed 
led away from Q-J-9. he could 
not continue the suit without 


setting up a trick for declarer.
